We are accustomed to th ink th at 
sin'h an occurrence as th e French 
Revolution is impossible in our couu- 
trv, says th e St. Louis Globe-Demo­ 
crat. 
Th is may be true, and yet th ere 
are certain traits and qualities of 
h uman nature wh ich are never en­ 
tirely subdued by civilization, and 
wh ich are th e same in all countries. 
We h ave passed safely th rough several 
severe tests of onr ability to avert 
social and political combustion, but 
we h ave never before h ad just such a 
situation as th e present one to face. 
A great party is seeking control of th e 
governm ent by appeals to prejudice 
and passion, to mercenary and insur­ 
rectionary instiucts. 
It aims to array 
classes agaiust one anoth er in a violent 
way, and to substitute emotion aud 
excitement for intelligent and tem ­ 
perate discussion.

Bath, Oct. 8.—Hon. Arthur Bewall, Demo­ 
cratic candidate for vice president of the 
United States, to-night made public his 
letter of acceptance. 
It is as folio wa: 
Hon. Stephen ll. White. Chairman, and 
Members of tbe Notification Committee. 
Gentlemen: 
I have the honor to accept 
in writing, as I have already verbally done, 
the nomination tendered by you on behalf 
of the Democratic party aa its candidate 
for vice president of the United States. 
And in so doing I am glad first to express 
my satisfaction that the platform of our 
party, which has commanded my life-long 
allegiance, Is honestly and fully declaratory 
of all tbe principles, and especially of the 
absorbing financial issue, upon which, as 
you say, I took my stand, when the hours 
of triumph seemed remote and when arro­ 
gant money changers throughout the world 
boasted that the conquest of the American 
masse* was completed. 
These principles 
have been of late in abeyance, but only be­ 
cause those whom we trusted to maintain 
them have failed to do so. These principles 
ran never die. We have rescued our party 
from those who. under the influence of the 
money power, have controlled and debased 
It.

profit would diminish as prosperity returns 
to those on whose distress they thrive? All 
Is indeed right between capital and labor. 
The ‘‘best money in the world” Is none 
too good for those who have got it, but 
how is it with the OO per cent of our peo­ 
ple who have “got It to get?” How is It 
with those who must buy this “best money 
in the world” with the products of their 
own labor? These are the people for whom 
the Democratic party would legislate. What 
Is the best money for these is the question 
for all to ask who really love this laud.

Cherbourg. Oct. 7. - The bad luck 
which seems 
to cling to the 
czar 
showed itself again to-day. The most 
elaborate preparations bad been made 
to (Receive the Russian travelers. The 
way from toe landing stage to the 
hall of the arsenal had been covered 
with silk and hangings, shields, ban­ 
nerettes and flowers; the landing stage 
itself was beautifully draped; Venetian 
masts were erected at many points, the 
floral, bunting and other decorations 
were displayed everywhere; but when 
the worts was complete, the weather 
became threatening, and later a ter­ 
rific squall swept over the city and 
port, felling the Venetian u.asts to the 
ground, scattering the decorations in 
all directions and inflicting great dam­ 
age generally. 
This morning, how­ 
ever, hundreds of men were set to 
work repairing the damage and every 
possible effort was directed toward 
having the arsenal, the landing stage 
and the approaches made bright with 
fresh decorations for the coming of the 
czar and the czarina. 
The Freuch 
Northern squadron, consisting of twen­ 
ty-one vessels 
and 
including the 
Charles Martel, first-class battleship; 
the Hoohe, battleship, with Vice Ad­ 
miral Regnauet de Premesnil on board; 
the Jean Bart, Des Cartes. Jemmapse 
aud fifteen cruisers and the torpedo 
boats, left the harbor at 8 o’clock iu 
single file, a gale of wind blowing. Be­ 
fore the warships were outside toe 
harbor they were almost completely 
hidden from view by a heavy rain 
storm, which did further damage to 
the decorations ashore. The gate also 
increased in force and a lmavy sea be­ 
gan to thunder on the coast. 
Shortly after the news was signaled 
that the Russian Imperial yacht Pole 
Star had joined the French squadron 
and was proceeding to this port with 
the French warships on each side of 
her. 
The wind was against the escorting 
squadron, and as the ships appeared ii 
was seen that the Pole Star was roll­ 
ing heavily. The French ships in the 
roadstead 
were 
formed up 
in two 
lines and the Russian yac ht passed be­ 
tween them. 
The 
spectacle was a 
grand one. The hands on the French 
ships played the Russian anthem and 
the sailors dressed sides and cheered 
heartily. 
The czar stood upon the 
bridge of the Pole Star and responded 
with a military salute. 
A W arm W elcom e. 
Every coign of vantage was black 
with people and the utmost enthusi­ 
asm prevailed. 
Hats. handkerchiefs, 
etc., were waived in the air. and for 
the first time since the fall of Napoleon 
III. there 
arose from 
an immense 
French crowd the almost-forgotten 
shout of “Vive rEinpereur." 
But it 
was soon followed by other cries of 
“Vive la Tsar,” “Vive Ie Russia.” dur­ 
ing which several baskets of flowers 
were presented to the czarina. Presi­ 
dent Faure presented the czarina with 
a floral offering 
representing a car 
filled with roses, pinks and azaleas 
and drawn by cloves. 
The czarina was the first to land, 
holding in her hand a light, unopened 
umbrella. She was dressed simply in 
a gray costume with a cape, and wore 
a straw hat trimmed with roses de 
France. The czar wore the uniform of 
a naval captain and displayed the in­ 
signia of the grand cross of the Legion 
of Honor. 
His majesty stepped for­ 
ward firmly with his left hand on the 
hilt of his sword. 
President Faure bowed deeply and 
kissed the czarina's hand, the czar re­ 
plying to the president’s salutation 
with a military salute. 
His majesty 
then took M. Faure’s hand while the 
latter welcomed him. The czar made 
a brief response, and M. Faure gave 
his arm to the czarina, while the czar 
walked on the president’s right. 
As 
the Imperial party ascended tile steps 
leading to the hall of Louis XVI., the 
premier, the president of the cham­ 
ber and others followed them and the 
sunlight burst through the clouds for 
the first time during the day.

The P ractical F arm er in a recen t is­ 
sue had a sym posium of th e v iews of 
farm ers ov er a large section of tin * 
state on this qu*sti » n : 
“In preparin g 
corn lan d for iv tie.it. w hether it is best 
to r* plow or n ot. an d w ifi the sam e 
treatm en t l*e applicable to oats stu b ­ 
ble?” O v er tw en ty farm ers gav e th eir 
v iew s on this question , an d the great 
m ajority of them d isapprov ed of tin * 
plan of replow in g a fte r corn , although 
a few preferred it. 
In our lioyhood 
d ays it was alw ays the custom to plow 
tin * groun d in the fall, a fte r the corn 
had been cut preparatory to sow in g 
w heat, but we n ev er expected to secure 
as giHsl m crop in this way as on lan d 
that had ln *en thoroughly prepared pre­ 
v iously. 
W e d id n ot suspect the rea­ 
son then , but it seem s quite d e a r to 
us n ow. 
A fter w orkin g all sum m er 
lon g, in th e cultiv ation of the corn , 
to prepare an Id eal seed ln *d for w in ­ 
ter wheat, solid a t tin * bottom , loose, 
but n ot too tin e a t the top, it w as 
sim ply foo!i.-h to un d o all our work 
by plowin g that groun d . 
W e a re con ­ 
v in ced n ow, that had the corn been 
cut off low, an d tile d rill used , we 
would hav e secured a great d eal lieUer 
crop of w heat. 
W ith regard to oats stubble tin * ease 
Is n ot so clear. 
The stubble is in tin * 
way, an d besid es, there is plen ty of 
tim e, when a farm er wills It, to plow 
his oats stubble, an d hairow an d roll 
it un til he can secure an Id eal seed 
bed . 
W e on ce more call the atten tion 
of our ren d ers to the fart that there 
is n o tim e t<> lie lost n ow in startin g 
in to prepare the groun d for w in ter 
w heat. W e would burn off tin * stubble, 
w here it will burn , so as to get rid of 
in sects, kill the w**ed s that may In* 
startin g, etc. 
Blow the groun d a rea­ 
son able d ejrth, an d then harrow at 
on ce, an d each week un til about the 
m id d le of Septem ber, which is early 
en ough in this latitud e to sow w in ter 
w heat. 
W e would then use a press 
d rill, w here on e can be hail, an d when * 
this can n ot 1m* had , would use the b.*st 
d rill that we could obtain . 
It was fop a lon g tim e believ ed that 
w ild er w heat could n ot prov e success­ 
ful in Iowa. 
Tills is n ow shown to be 
a m istake, as w in ter w heat for a n um ­ 
ber of years has prov ed a better crop 
than sprin g wheat, an d wo see n o 
reason why it can n ot be grown in an y 
p art of the st ite oil lan d s that hav e 
iieen subject to a •-lov er rotation . 
W e 
would n ot care to try it except in an 
experim en tal way on other lan d s. 
To 
1m* successful, howev er, tin * seed bed 
must be thoroughly prepared , an d it 
can n ot he prepared on lan d th at has 
been plowed , un less the plowin g is 
d on e early, an d tin * harrow in g lias been 
frequen t, so as to secure the kin d of 
seed bed that w in ter w heat in v ariably 
d em an d s. 
It may !m* said that wheat 
Is t<n» low In price to ju stify its culti­ 
v ation . 
W heat is n ow as high as al­ 
m ost an y other grain , an d in fact pro­ 
portion ately higher.

The greater New York has a popula­ 
tion nearly equal to that of the orig­ 
inal thirteen states a t the time the con­ 
stitution was adopted, and greater 
than any one of forty-one of the forty­ 
five states as they exist to-day; its tax­ 
able property is assessed at nearly $3,- 
000J >00,000, and its invisible property 
is probably as much more, making its 
total wealth over $0,000,000,000, or 
nearly one-twelfth of that of the en­ 
tire country; its public income of $$50,- 
000,000 a year is five times greater than 
that for state purposes in the most 
wealthy state in the Union. 
Unfortunately it is not an homogen­ 
eous population. Only 20 per cent of 
its inhabitants are American by binh 
and parentage, and of these fully one- 
third were born outside of the State 
of New York, so that the New Yorkers 
of New York descent are barely one iu 
eight of the entire population. The 
number of those born in foreign coun­ 
tries is 42 per cent of the whole. There 
are 700.000 persons of Herman parent­ 
age in (.renter New York, aud nearly 
as many Irish; 100,000 of Russian, and 
as many of italian, aud 300,000 of oth­ 
er foreign (Mirentage. There are more 
Germans than iii any city in Germany 
except Berlin, more Irish by twice than 
in any city in Ireland.

One of the best and simplest meth­ 
ods of securing an accessible supply of 
fresh, crisp vegetables daring w inter 
is that of sinking a barrel or barrels 
into the ground In a well drained spot, 
with the rim just within a few inches 
of the surface of the ground, and then 
filling up, say two-thirds, with the 
beets or other roots intended for stor­ 
age, finally covering w ith dry leaves 
and a piece of m atting or carpet A 
tight cover should be fitted on aud 
weighted down to secure it against the 
force of the wind. In zero weather a 
little extra covering may be needed. 
Cabbages may be stored in th# same 
way Just after being freed from the 
loose outside leaves and roots. Or they 
may be simply wrapped In several 
thicknesses of ordinary newspaper and 
hung up in a cool cellar. 
Squashes, pumpkins an d sweet pota­ 
toes usually can be kept well in a cel­ 
lar where the air is dry and the tem­ 
perature near fifty or sixty degrees 
most of the time. We want a few pars­ 
nips and vegetable oysters, but not 
many, and to hare them in prime order 
during the w inter they should lie 
I mr it ><1 iu sand or soil iu a cool cellar. 
Celery needs a cool temperature, but 
protection from frost, and constant 
moisture at the root. Plants may lie 
taken up with softie soil adhering to 
the roots, and then stood up on a cool 
aud moist cellar Imttoin with soil 
packed all around their roots. Keep 
the tops dry, or instead of setting the* , 
plants directly upon the cellar bottom, j 
they may Im* packed iu any kiw i of a 1 
box, say a foot in depth, with moist 
soil around the roots. 
W ater may tlieu be applied to the 
roots through auger holes bored Into 
the sides, aliout four inches from the 
liottom. In some cases I have kept 
blanched celery in good condition for 
months by having it well trimmed of 
all the coarser outside leaves, of roots 
and tip ends of the foliage and then 
packed upright lietween moist moss 
into a box. Of course the moss must 
lie kept moist right along, otherwise 
the celery will wilt and become worth­ 
less. Bins in a cool cellar are a good 
enough place for potatoes. Choice seed 
potatoes I usually put in crates or 
baskets, carefully labeled. Sometimes 
I keen a good many varieties, chiefly 
seedlings of my own, but only small 
quantities of each, just enough to con­ 
tinue the tests. Potatoes for the table 
should Im* kept in the dark. Seed pota­ 
toes will not lie hurt by being stored 
in a somewhat light place.—Cecil Mil- 
eon in Denver Field and Farm. 


The truth generally- lies some w here' 
about “the middle of the road.” No 
class of men should learn this more 
thoroughly than crop reporters and 
those who summarize crop reports, for 
there is hardly ever s season when the 
earlier estim ates do not have to be re­ 
vised very m aterially either one way 
or the other. The Angust crop report, 
just received from the Tennessee crop 
bureau, illustrates this In a very 
marked degree. Upon staple reported 
upon shows rn decided decline from 
earlier conditions. Of corn, it is said: 
“The bright prospect of a month ago 
for another large yield of corn have 
proven a disappointment.” Cotton “lias 
suffered more than any other crop, 
showing a decline of thirty points with­ 
in the last month.” Tobacco and sor­ 
ghum Infill show declines within tile 
month, aud also as compared with last 
season. Millet “has suffered sharply:” 
peanuts decline nearly twenty points 
in the thirty days; broom corn and 
stock peas aho show a loss. And so it 
goes. Things never turn out quite as 
well as they promise, but, by way of 
compensation, when m isfortune threat­ 
ens, tile results are never as bad us 
the threat. 


“ T o p - P o lla * ” rn S to n e W a ll. 
In many sections of the country 
stone walls are the foundation of pnst- 
ure fences. These must be "top-poled” 
to keep in sheep—and, in many cast's, 
cattle. Animals will dislodge poles 
laid In the angle formed by two stakes. 
A good plan, and one that stives stakes 
also, is shown in the diagram, a cross­ 
section being given. One stake is driv­ 
en firmly into the ground and bound to 
the usual numlK*r of stakes.

In answer, 
J would say that millet can Im* grown on 
i any soil if it is reasonably rich, but 
that it does best on warn], rich land, 
with some gravel in it Prepare the 
ground thoroughly, and in the North, 
sow when the ground becomes thor­ 
oughly warm, say about the first of 
June. Use three (leeks of seed to the 
acre, lf hay is the purpose, and half 
that quantity if seed is the object. Tile 
thicker it is sown the finer will be the 
hay. Cover the seed with a harrow. 
The Gorman millet is better for early 
sowing, and the Hungarian for later. 
Cut for hay as soou as the blossoms 
are off. Allow it to wilt for a few 
hours; then turn it two or three times, 
and then put it into cocks. After be­ 
ing, say three days, in cock .open up 
aud thoroughly air it. Then remove 
to the barn or stack. Millet some­ 
times gives difficulty in curing. It fur­ 
nishes good fodder for either horses or 
cattle. If allowed to ripen its seed, 
however, it sometimes affects the kid­ 
neys injuriously.

O n io n s F r o m S eed. 
It may not lie generally known, says 
tim Texas Farm and Ranch, that on­ 
ions may be grown from seed sown 
during September or October, provided 
there is sufficient moisture to germin­ 
ate the seed aud get them well started 
before cold weather. The young p'ants 
will stand the winter, with a slight 
protection of long manure scattered 
upon them in the early part of Decem­ 
ber. One cultivation in the fall will 
Im* all the work needed. T he. seed 
should lie drilled in immediately be­ 
fore or just after a rain, otherwise the 
seed may fail of germination, and they 
will need a deeper covering of soil to 
prevent drying out. Onion seed thus 
planted will. with favorable conditions, 
produce a fine crop of bulbs in the 
spriug and come into use earlier than 
sets planted in early spring. Let it be 
understood that large bulbs can only 
be produced when fertilizers are freely 
applied. The droppings of the hen 
yard and wood ashes make an excel­ 
lent fertilizer for onions.

K e e p in g : P o ta to e s . 
One way that is recommended for 
burying potatoes is to place them in a 
long, narrow ridge, after the ground 


went. Upon this are laid the planks 
that are to support the floor boards. 
These are spiked to the uprights whieli 
are themselves spilled to the sill plank. 
The sjime plan for spiking the frame 
can be carried out in the upper portion 
of tile building, in this way all the 
fram e is made of plank, and no mortis­ 
ing or tenoning is required.

doubt, aud it is best not to be too cer­ 
tain where there is so much at stake. 
The part of wisdom is to look at the 
matter soberly, and with a due sense 
of the obligation that rests upon all 
good citizens to see that seditious and 
destructive forces do not gain ascend­ 
ency iu our affairs. 


Free Government vs. Free Silver. 
The Colorado Republicans on Wed­ 
nesday iu convention assembled while 
they believe in the free coinage of 
silver are loyal to their country’s in­ 
terests and accept the assurances of 
the republican party that its* efforts 
will be devoted to the securing of an 
international agreement for the un­ 
limited coinage of silver and the res­ 
olutions eud as follows: 
“ We favor free Bilver, but we value 
free government more, and, while the 
success of tho party upou the Chicago 
platform might bring silver mono­ 
metallism, it would afford uo hope of 
bimetallism in this country.”

’rile Practical Fanner in a recent is­ 
sue had a symposium of tin* views of 
farm ers over ii large s e c t i o n of the 
state on this qu -stim: 
"Iu preparing 
corn land for wheat, whether it is best 
to replow or not. and wifi the sam e 
treatm ent In* applicable to oats stub­ 
ble?” 
Over tw enty farmers gave their 
view s on this question, anil the great 
m ajority of them disapproved of the 
plan of replowing after corn, although 
a few preferred it. 
In our boyhood 
days it was alw ays the custom to plow 
the ground in the fall, after the corn 
I md been cut preparatory to sow ing 
wheat, but we never expected to secure 
:is good ii (Top in this way as on land 
that laid been thoroughly propanol pre­ 
viously. 
W e did not suspect the rea­ 
son then, but it si*ems quite chair to 
us now. 
After working jill summer 
long, in the cultivation of the corn, 
to prepare an ideal se(*d bed for win­ 
ter wheat, solid at tin* bottom, loose, 
but not too title at the top, it w as 
simply fooli.-h to Undo all our work 
by plowing that ground. 
We are con­ 
vinced now, that had the corn been 
cut off low, and the drill used. we 
would have secured a great deal better 
crop of wheat. 
With regard to oats stubble the case 
is not so clear. 
Tie* stubble is in the 
way, and besides, there is plenty of 
time, when a farmer w ills it, to plow 
his oats stubble, and bai row Jiml roll 
it until he can secure an ideal seed 
bed. 
We one# more call the attention 
of our readers to the fact that there 
is no time to be lost now in starting 
in to prepare the ground for winter 
wheat. 
We would burn off the stubble, 
where it will burn, so as to get rid of 
insects, kill tile weeds that may be 
starting, etc. 
Blow the ground a rea­ 
sonable depth, and then harrow tit 
once, and etch week until about the 
middle of September, which is early 
enough in this latitude to sow winter 
wheat. 
W e would then use a press 
drill, when* one eau be had, and when* 
tins cannot be had, would use the b st 
drill that we could obtain. 
It was for ii long time believed that 
w inter wheat could not prove success­ 
ful in Iowa. 
This is now shown to la* 
a mistake, as winter wheat for ii num­ 
ber of years has proved ii better crop 
than spring wheat, aud we see no 
reason why it cannot be grown in any 
part nf the st ite on lands ti at have 
been subject to a clover rotation. 
W e 
Would not can* to try it except in ail 
ex pi Ti mental way on other lands. 
To 
be successful, however, the seed lied 
must be thoroughly prepared, and ir 
cannot he prepared on land that has 
been plowed, unless the plowing is 
done early, and the harrowing hits been 
frequent, so as to secure the kind of 
seed lied that winter wheat invariably 
demands. 
It may lie said that wheat 
is too low ie price to j ast if}’ its culti­ 
vation. 
Wheat is now as high as al­ 
most any other grain, aud in fact pro­ 
portionately higher.

aa*it Ii “Potato Rot” or "Late Blight” 
it is entirely distinct from it. the "lait** 
Blight” not having bt* a known, so 
far as lie is a Ava re. in Iowa, arui of tin* 
many specim ens received by him both 
early and late in tin* season, all prove* 
to lie "Early Blight.” 
Th * description 
of the disease is as follows: 
Tile disease makes its appearance in 
early July and continues until tin* po­ 
tato plant dies. 
The affected leave# 
show circular sp its, several of them 
frequently coalesce. The spots are usu­ 
ally found near one margin of the leaf. 
When great areas are involved, th** lcjif 
begins to dry aiel the ixlges to roll 
up as though scorched. 
Soon the whole 
leaf has a |hriveted appearance. 
A 
closer examination of these spots Avill 
reveal small brown m asses which con­ 
sist of numerous spores or reproductive* 
(todies. 
The tailers ir e Always small. 
In some cases numerous sm all holes 
are found—th** work; o f the green leaf 
flea-beetle. 
It may In* responsible for 
som e of the trouble and may help tile 
fungus to get an entrance, but in most 
cases tlu* fungus works Independently 
of this insect. 
As a means of prevent ion Prof. Pa in­ 
ns#! suggests treatment of the potatoes 
In the field and t h o r o u g h cultivation. 
At or Just before tile bi Miming period 
an application of B >rdeaux mixture 
Is advised, followed by at least two 
subsequent applications ten days aport. 
The formula for Bordeaux mixture is 
as folio ays:

S;tv«* th** seed corn now, and hang

If there is no apparent danger 
of tin* fly, th** middle of September, 
all other things being equal, says ail 
exchange, is tile proper tim e to do the 
sowing. 


Sheep unil EimilMKe. 
It has been found that ensilage is 
good for sheep when not too sour or 
moldy. A writer say# it will be de­ 
sirable, however, to feed" some dry 
food, and that half of the corn should 
be siloed and half of it well cured dry. 
M:ik»* the silo perfectly air-tight, by 
double boarding aud tarred paper be- 
tAveeu each Avail. The air spare need 
not be more than six inches. The bot­ 
tom of the silo must be cem ented per­ 
fectly tight, covering the sills inside 
and the whole floor. Of course* this 
docs not admit of any way of drain­ 
age*. which will be unnecessary, un­ 
less the silo is filled with actually Av**t 
fodder. There 
av ill be no dra inage 
from corn cut when the ears are glazed 
as tin* nile is iii ordinary harvesting 
of this crop. The inside of the silo 
should be well painted with hot tar.

Brainerd Traction, L ig ht & Power Co. 
will not attem pt to overlook, and the 
council may be assured that the matter 
will have a proper disposition.

E leventh—T hat the "money power” 
has cornered gold and made money 
scarce. 
There is $0,786,437,000 of gold iu the 
world, and no combination could possi­ 
bly corner it. 
Tw elfth—T hat we are being driven 
into bankruptcy by scarce money aud 
high Interest. 
In 1873 we had $18.58 per capita; in 
18(14 we had $35.44 per capita. Since 
1873 rates of interest have fallen 50 
per cent. 
Thirteenth—That the larger the vol­ 
ume of currency the higher the prices. 
France lias $35.77 j>cr capita; Switz­ 
erland has $9.1)7. Prices are the same 
in both countries. 
Fourteenth—T hat 
prim ary 
money

Gold is the prim ary money of both 
France and Greece. France has $22.19 
gold per cp’ *•'; Greece has only 23 
cents.
